settlers to E ngland’s oldest col­ 
ony came. 
T here w ere the old tim e chim ­ 
ney and the great open fireplace 
—the fishermen ore largely of 
English descent, and so there Is 
the burning of the Yule log. 
D uring C hristm as week, for 
exam ple, 
such 
fishermen 
as 
wore not 
busied 
doing their 
"fishing for the church”—th at's 
to say. dropping their nets and 
bringing their catch to be sold 
for the benefit of the village 
curate— w ere wont to dress up 
as m um m ers. 
Bands of these 
strollers 
would 
meet 
at 
the 
homes of the different employ­ 
ers of fishermen, and there were 
festivities, ending in dancing. 
It took one back in fancy to 
the old feudal tim es in England, 
for the em ployers are to these 
fishermen as so m any Ionia, 
whose slightest request is their 
law. Once a year a t C hristm as­ 
tide the discipline is relaxed, 
and the lowly fisherman might 
even enter the homes of their 
m asters and m ake merry. 
T here on a settle, beside the 
fire, sits the fiddler dispensing 
m usic fo r th e occasion. Host and 
hostess stand before the table 
and provide the good things. 
T here are Scotch whisky, port 
wine, rum —drinks first, alw ays; 
then cake aud bread, a whole 
ration of bacon—other dainties 
galore. 
Every home In New­ 
foundland holda open bouae this 
day. 
A fter the feasting the older 
folk w ithdrew to one side to 
tell tales of their lives on the 
seas. 
Now and tben the pariah 
priest drops in to wish all the 
com plim ents of the day. 
The 
young folk proceed to dance or 
to plan and devise costum es for 
the dances to follow. 
Every 
evening there is some frolic 
or entertainm ent "on” In the 
tow ns, and as the days go by 
each of the m um m ers appears 
garbed in a fantastic costume. 
B ut it is not all indoor fun 
th a t they hold in N ewfoundland 
through C hristinas week, hitler 
cold though it be. 
T here are 
outdoor parties and slngtug con­ 
tests, etc. 
Along w ith the fishing for tbe 
church, aa already described, It 
la quite tbe custom In tbe "out- 
port" towns for all the villagers 
to "chip In” and present, tile 
parish priest with a giant longs 
of wood.-F e lix J. Koeb ln cin­ 
cinnati Commercial Tribune.
